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PCHA board unanimously accepts new audit

In one of the few moves of uninamity Thursday night, the 
Peoples Community Hospital Authority (PCHA) accepted 
the audit of the authority and its four member hospitals 
recently completed by the auditing firm of Arthur Young & 

Co. 

Tne action came, however, only after a small faction of the 
board, which has been notably critical of the authority’s 
leadership, raised numerous objections throughout the 
meeting to certain procedural matters, executive committee 
recommendations, a proposed radiology contract and the 
audit itself. 

The audit, detailing the financial picture of the central 
office and each of the four hospital units, reveals the 
authority is, on the surface at least, in relatively good 
financial shape. Assets of the authority and the hospitals 
totaled about $40.35 million, up about $1.1 million over last 
year’s total assets. 

The authority’s equity in these . assets increased a,>oW.

$721,000 during the year ending last June 30. Net income for 
the four hospitals combined totaled $962,000 in the past fiscal 
year, as compared to $713,000 the year before. 

One interesting fact was that Seaway Hospital in Trenton, 
for the first time, ended up generating more money than had 
been put into it. Formerly both Seaway and Beyer Memorial 
Hospital in Ypsilanti had been ending up in the red, being 
supported by Annapolis Hospital in Wayne and Outer Drive 
Hospitals in Lincoln Park. 

Ecorse Councilman Tracy Salisbury, outspoken critic of 
authority Chairman Donald J. Pizzimenti and Executive 
Director Dr. Karl S. Clicka, raised an objection to the method 
in which the auditing firm was detailing its fees. 

His objection stemmed from the fact that the firm itemized 
its fees between the central office and each of the hospitals, 
since audits of all five offices are done. 

Salisbury, a member-at-large, felt that procedure hid from 
PCHA members the total auditing costs, which approach 
$70,000. 

Salisbury and Sumpter Township Supervisor Elmer 
Parraghi teamed up against a contract between the authority 
and the radiology departments of Annapolis and Beyer 


Memorial Hospitals, up before the board for approval. 

Dr. Klicka, negotiating for three months with the depart¬ 
ments’ four radiologists, stressed the vital necessity of ap¬ 
proving the contract, terming it “one of the most difficult 
areas I’ve ever encountered in this area.” 

The one-year contract being renegotiated was different 
from last year’s in that the radiologists would receive 30 
instead of 29 per cent of the profits of the radiology depart¬ 
ment, mearning an income of about $100,000 for each doctor. 

Dr. Klicka emphasized that most radiologists demand 
about 35 per cent and stressed the scarcity of radiologists. 

Clarence R. Constan, Dearborn Heights representative, 
presented a list of questons concerning the contract after 
both Salisbury and Parraghi demanded time to study the 
pact at the meeting. Only Salisbury and Parraghi voted 
against it. 

The board also approved engaging the services of the 
auditing firm to assist the administration in recruiting 
candidates for the position of controller of the authority, 
replacing Elmer J. Mathia, who is leaving partially because 
of the controversy caused by wrangling among board 
members.

“This is ‘pollution’ where it 
really hurts—physically, 
emotionally, financially, in 
every way,” Plants said. 

As with other kinds of 
pollution, he points out, the 
answer to the fire problem 
begins with individuals. “We 
must change the habits that so 
commonly cause fires— 
careless smoking, negligent 
handling of fuels, 
thoughtlessness around open 


fires, for example,” he said. 

And according to the state’s 
top fire officials,’ “we must 
take protective action, pre¬ 
planning home escape 


measures in case of fire and 
making sure children are 
competently supervised at all 
times.”

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Unicameral system opposed 

By U.S. CONGRESSMAN WILLIAM D. FORD, 15th District 



I would like to comment on the petition campaign 
now under way by the Michigan Jaycees to seek a 
referendum on the matter of changing Michigan’s 
constitution to provide for a unicameral (one- 
house) legislature. 

Let me state first that, as a charter member of the 
Taylor Jaycees, I am aware of and proud of their 
interest in governmental affairs and of their 
initiative in bringing this and other major issues to 
the attention of the public. I have no questions as to 
their high motives in this current issue. They are 
truly upholding their traditional image as “young 
men of action.” 


As a former state senator and as a member of the 
convention which drafted Michigan’s present 
Constitution in 1960-61, I am personally familiar 
with the state legislative system and with the 
proposal for a unicameral legislature, which was 
considered at length during the convention 
proceedings. 


There are some arguments in favor of a one-house 
legislature, but there are many more weighty 
arguments in opposition. 

The two-house system has the advantage of 
utilizing the ’’checks and balances” concept that is 
a vital part of our governmental system at all 
levels. 


On the federal level, in Congress, members of the 
House of Representatives represent their own 
district, while senators represent the entire state. 
At the state level, representatives speak for 
relatively small areas, often one community or a 
part of it, while senators represent much larger 
geographic areas, usually covering several com¬ 
munities. 

The senator, thus, is inclined to consider issues on 
a broader basis than a Representative, who is more 
apt to give greater weight to narrower local in¬ 
terests. 

Another important argument for the two-house 


system lies in the fact that legislation must be 
considered twice, usually with an interval between, 
so that public attention can be given to legislative 
proposals before final approval by the second 
nouse. 

This is particularly true in the case of con¬ 
troversial or far-reaching proposals, which 
sometimes do not receive widespread publicity until 
after they have been passed by one house. The 
second house then considers the proposed 
legislation after its merits or demerits have been 
aired in the press and the public have had an op¬ 
portunity to make its views known. 

With a single legislative body, a bill could be 
enacted into law before the press and public were 
aware of its provisions and long-range implications. 

The final decision on changing to a unicameral 
system will be made, of couse, by the voters if 
enough signatures are obtained to put the issue on 
the ballot. I would urge the electorate to study all 
aspects of the question thoroughly before they make 
up their minds on the value of the change.

Speaking of schools 

Romulus schools 7 - J 
using facilities 

By WILLIAM R. SMITH Romulus Community Schools Director 



A very popular childhood 
game has always been 
“Follow the Leader.” In a 
sense, it is a game that the 
Romulus Community Schools 
are now playing. 

The leader in this case is 
Flint and its long-established 
community school program. 

Romulus, attempting to 
follow Flint’s excellent 
example, is beginning its 
second year of community 
school programming and is 
showing signs of making great 
progress. 

At this point, however, you 
may ask, “What is a 
community school program, 
and why is Flint often referred 
to as a leader in community 
school development?” 

The answers to your 
questions are nearly 40 years 
old! In 1935, a group of 
dedicated Flint citizens 
decided that school buildings 
should no longer be locked 
securely after the last child 
left each afternoon. Rather, 
the schools should remain 
open as long as the taxpayers 
of the community wanted to 
use them. 

With this concept in mind, 
evening recreation programs 
were developed for school 
gymnasiums, classrooms 
were made available for adult 
education classes and the 
gates of school playgrounds 
were finally thrown open for 
afternoon and weekend 
enjoyment, The schools, at 
last, were being used in the 
most efficient and effective 
manner...by the very people 
who were paying for them 
through taxes! 

This new concept of 
school-building use became 
known as “community school 
programming.” Its popularity 
since the mid-thirties has 
spread to all parts of the^ 
country. 

In Toledo, for instance, the 
community school program is 
known as the Lighted 
Schoolhouse project. The 
movement in Utah has been 


termed Community 
Education. In other parts of 
the country, community 
school programs arre often 
referred to as Continuing 
Education. 

No matter what the name, 
however, the community 
school movement means one 
thing...schools belong to the 
people and people of all ages 
should be able to use them as 
much as possible troughout 
the day. During this year 
alone, more than 30 million 
adults will realize this 
extended use of school 
facilities as they participate in 
the hundreds of communiy 
school programs across the 
nation. The Romulus 
Community School program 
currently includes four major 
areas. The first of these, Adult 
Education, has attracted 
more than 150 adults who have 
indicated a willingness to 
revisit school in order to polish 
up their academic skills. A 
high school diploma awaits 
them, as well as the many 
advantages such an 
achievement can bring in 
today’s job market. 

Adult classes generally 
meet on weekday evenings, 
and subjects include 

traditional courses such as 
American government, 
psychology, English and 
mathematics. Other classes 
are more specialized in design 
and include reading 

improvement programs, 
individualized writing 
assistance and “refresher” 
math lessons for parents of the 
modern math generation. 

Of course, the adult 
education program costs 
money to organize and 
administer, but adult classes 
are underwritten by state and 
federal funds. In this manner, 
these classes can be made 
available to non-diploma 
students without cost!! 

Another aspect of the 
Romulus Community School 
program centers around 
vocational and technical 


classes for out-of-school 
youth. Currently 

consisting of classes in 
cosmetology and auto¬ 
mechanics, the program is 
separate from regular high 
school activities and is funded 
through the federal 
government. Classes meet in 
the afternoons, evenings and 
week-ends so as not to 
interrupt existing student 
work schedules. 

A third area of the 
Community School program 
involves classes offered by 
Wayne County Community 
College. Two community 
college classes meet each 
week a,t the Senior High 
School, and more are 
anticipated for the spring 
semester. 

The final major portion of 
the Community School 
program is in the area of 
special interest and 
enrichment. These activities 
are designed primarily for the 
recreational experiences of 
Romulus area residents, and 
include classes in such fields 
as sewing, guitar, decoupage, 
fitness and the recently 
revived art of macrame. 

Nearly 100 adults have 
signed up for such activities, 
with classes in different areas 
of interest also being planned. 
The funding for special 
interest and enrichment is 
carried out through student 
fees established solely to 
provide for instructional 
costs. 

Plans are being designed for 
other areas of involvement, 
including a driver’s education 
class and the reintroduction of 
a testing program. As 
community needs are made 
known, the Romulus schools 
hope to offer further programs 
of community interest and 
benefit. 

Romlus is on the move, and 
the Romulus Community 
Schools system is just 
one of the many cooperating 
agencies waiting to serve you! 


Q. I ... am doing a term paper on the relation (if any) 
between drugs and sex. Do you have any information on this 
...or could you provide any bibliographical information? 

R.N., Livonia 

A. We’ll be glad to do what we can. Could you send us a 
copy of your term paper when it’s completed? The com¬ 
bination of topics you’ve chosen should certainly make for 
stimulating reading. 

It’s not completely clear from your question whether you 
are interested in 1) the general topic of whether or not the use 
of drugs lead to sexual promiscuity, or 2) whether certain 
drugs have an effect on sexual performance and satisfaction. 
If your interest is ini), this is impossible to document with 
any degree of reliability for a number of reasons. 

If you are planning on doing the paper on the second 
statement, there has been some research done in this area 
that has some meaning. 

Within the confines of this column it would be best to limit 
our answer to some general considerations of the subject. 
The first rule is that there are no known aphrodisiacs 
available in this country at this time — either within or 
without the area of drugs of abuse. 

The second general principle is that although there are no 
drugs known to increase sexual capabilities, there are many 
which are known to have a negative effect. That class of 
drugs known as “depressants” is fairly notorious for 
producing such a negative effect — especially, in high doses 
used in drug abuse. Specifically these drugs would include 
alcohol, sleeping pills, tranquillizers and narcotics — 
especially heroin. They eventually have the effect — more so 
in high doses — of blunting physical sensations. About all that 
can be said of the depressants as aphrodisiacs is that in low 
doses they may for some people and under certain cir¬ 
cumstances relax inhibitions, and thus facilitate sex. It 
should be remembered that both male impotence and female 
frigidity are medical problems, and that self-medication for 
this purpose could be either ineffective or counter¬ 
productive — and in some cases dangerous. 

There has been much written about the hallucinogens as 
aphrodisiacs, most of it highly irresponsible from a medical 
standpoint. The best example of this (or the worst) would be 
Timothy Leary’s article in Playboy Magazine some years 
ago claiming all sorts of such effects from LSD. His 
statements have not been documented and are, today, in 
general disrepute. All of the reports on hallucinogens and sex 
— and especially marihuana — can fairly well be condensed 
into two statements.: 

1) Hallucinogens may relax inhibitions as outlined above 
concerning depressants. 

2) Many hallucinogens tend to produce an effect of seeming 
to slow down the passage of time, and thus give the feeling of 
prolonging experiences including sexual ones. 

Balanced against these are all sorts of problems that may 
arise. Response is unpredictable: nothing at all may happen, 
there may be panic instead of relaxation and pleasure. This 
class of drugs tends to often turn one’s thoughts inward — to 
no effect. Then there are the psychological dangers that may 
arise from the use of hallucinogens — especially (but not 
exclusively), the “harder’’ ones. 

The stimulants, such as the amphetamines, also have been 
touted as having aphrodisiac properties. Properly speaking 
they do not. There is some indication that dangerously large 
doses by injection may have some effect, but the reports 
indicate that progressively greater doses become necessary 
in a short period of time after which there is no effect at all, 
and temporary impotence may result. 

Finally, there are the “folk remedy” sorts of claimed 
aphrodisiacs. The two classic examples are cantharides 
and yohimbine. Claims of their effectiveness persists in spite 
of documentation to the contrary, time and time again. 
Some of this will show up in the bibliography we will try to 
provide in a week or two. 

In conclusion, you can apparently file the whole thing

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Chains 


must keep 
records 


Chain stores must maintain 
records of prices prevailing 
during the base period 
preceding the wage-price 
freeze, according to Kennard 
W. Gardiner, region 5 director 
of the President’s Office of 
Emergency Preparedness.. 

Chains must maintain 
records for each store if each 
store used separate pricing 
policies before the freeze 
began. They must be available 
for public inspection. If 
keeping them at chain 
headquarters is denying 
reasonable public inspection, 
then the freeze is being 
violated. The lists must be 
available, but need not be 
posted. 

There is no requirement 
that pricing records be kept as 
a list; however, the form in 
which they are kept must be 
conducive to public 
inspection. Any member of the 
public may inspect the price 
lists, even if he isn’t in the 
process of purchasing the 
articles concerned. 

For more information or to 
report violations, citizens 
should contact their nearest 
Internal Revenue Service

husband Duncan (Barton 
Heyman) and their amiable 
friend Woody (Kevin 
O’Connor) that real mystery 
buffs will immediately 
suspect that writers Norman 
Jonas and Ralph Rose surely 
couldn’t be that blatant; that 
there must be a surprise 
ending coming.

“I was born in a trunk” is more than a show 
business cliche for Russell Smith, the Wayne 
State University Theatre designer. When you 
consider what Smith can pack into 12 - 

the entire set, including costumes, lighting 
and props, for WSU’s touring production of 
the rock musical “Your Own Thing” - a 
compact portable obstetrics) hospital would 
not seem beyond his fertile (ingenuity. 

A combined WSU Hilberry and Bonstelle 
troupe made another USO to\ir of European 
army installations this summer and 
government fiat limited them to 500 pounds of 
luggage. So Smith designed a canvas set and 
glorified it with lots of chrome to add the 
illusion of substance (isn’t that what the auto 
companied do too?). Then he stretched it on 
frames anchored to the 12 trucks which 
served the dual functions of containers and 
stanchions. 


It was so impressive that one wishes there 
was more of a show to go with it. 

For touring purposes, the play was cut by 
director Robert T. Hazzard to one act. In 
locations too small to assemble the musical, a 
variety show written by the cast was 
presented. Segments of this variety show, 
“Soul Stateside,” are presented with the one- 
act musical as two halves of a bill at the 
Bonstelle Theatre through this weekend. 

The variety show was the better half. OK, it 
was hokey - full of ancient burlesque 
wheezes, blackouts, olios and cabaret skits, 
but it undoubtedly went over big with the GI 
audiences, even lines like: “We were so poor 
that my brother got married to get the free 
rice.” Blended in was a mixture or rock, soul 
and Broadway tunes. Donald Hayes, a dancer 
and comic, was especially warmly received. 

“Your Own Thing,” was another matter. It 
is Donald Driver’s adaption of Shakespeare’s 
“Twelfth Night,” the familiar story of twins 
separated by a storm and a girl posing as her 
brother to stir up endless confusion, adapted 
to a modern setting. The subplot, about the 
hoaxing of Malvolio by Sir Toby Belch and his 
friends is omitted, a pity since it is the better 
part of the play. 

Layne Littlepage is a magnificently 
possessed Olivia with accents of Mae West 
and Terry Baker is an effectively gauche 
Orson, albeit demoted from duke to manager 
of a rock group; but Elizabeth Shelle is a 
somewhat bland Viola. Robert Quigley, as 
Sebastian, seems curiously out of place, 
almost an old-fashioned hoofer. Hayes, 
Michael Jordan and Tim Lambert score as 
the rock group. 

The Hal Hester and Danny Apolinar score 
seems slick ; rock music has envolved much 
since this score was written. 

“Your Own Thing” isn’t my thing.

Final figures on the 
Diabetes Detection Drive of 
the Michigan Diabetes 
Association have been 
released and show an 82 per 
cent increase in the number of 
tests given in 1970 compared 
to the 1969 program. 

According to Dr. James J. 
Aiuto of Grosse Point, 
chairman of the MDA’s 
Diabetes Detection 
Committee, the blood¬ 
screening program is aimed 
at the high-risk segment of the 
population.

Warren, a commission 
member since 1967, resides in 
Grosse Pointe Farms. 

Hermit K. Mead, an 
instructor at the Wayne State 
University Division of Labor 
Education was made vice 
chairman.

Detroit. 

John L. Trellay of Trenton 
was elected secretary. A 
safety education consultant 
for the Auto Club of Michigan, 
Trellay holds the recreation 
seat on the commission. He 
has taught physical education 
in schools and has coached 
high school sports teams. 

The planning commission 
also accepted “with deep 
regret” the resignation letter 
of William T. Patrick Jr. from 
the commission. Patrick 
recently left Detroit to become 
director of environmental 
affairs for American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
in New York City. 

The commission consists of 
11 members who represent 
major fields of public and 
private community activity. 


Of the 25,563 persons tested 
for diabetes in 1970, 487 were 
found to have diabetes, 239 
were diagnosed as potentially 
diabetic and 42 had “low 
blood sugar” or hypoglycemia 

“We are particularly 
interested,” he said, “in those 
persons who are over 40 years 
of age, overweight, blood 
relatives of diabetics, and 
mothers with babies weighing 
more than nine pounds at 
birth. These are the people 
most likely to have diabetes 
and we want to find them and 
get them to their doctor for 
prompt treatment.” 

Dr. Aiuto estimates over 
100,000 persons in Michigan 
have diabetes and don’t know 
it. He said that the rapid 
increase in the diabetic 
population poses a major 
health problem Diabetes is the 
second cause of blindness in 
Michigan and a contributing 
factor in heart and kidney 
disease. 

Last November, 48 
Michigan Hospitals joined 
with the MDA program in its 
detection drive. This year, the 
association predicts that even 
more hospitals will open their 
doors to the public and offer 
free blood-screening test 
during national Diabetes 
Detection Week, Nov. 14-20.

SPECIAL ASSESSMENT ORDINANCE 

AN ORDINANCE TO ESTABLISH RULES, 
REGULATIONS, AND PROCEDURES FOR IN¬ 
STITUTING, CONSTRUCTING AND ACQUIRING 
PUBLIC IMPROVEMENT PROPERTY WITHIN THE 
CITY OF ROMULUS AND FOR THE PAYMENT OF 
SUCH IMPROVEMENTS BY THE LEVYING OF 
SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS UPON THE OWNERS OF 
THE PROPERTY RECEIVING THE PRIMARY 
BENEFIT THEREFROM. 

WHEREAS, The City Charter for the City of Romulus 
specifies that the procedure for levying special 
assessments shall be ordinance adopted by the City 
Council. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1. Short Title: This Ordinance may be referred 
to as: the SPECIAL ASSESSMENT ORDINANCE. 

Section 2. Whenever the City Council shall by 
resolution determine the necessity for the improvement 
of certain lands within the City of Romulus for any public 
use or purpose or to bring about the abatement of a public 
nuisance, it shall direct the City Assessor to prepare a list 
of all of the lots, subdivisons and parcels of real property 
making up the total area of property affected by such 
improvement. Such list shall contain the name of the 
owner, or other party in interst of each parcel, subdivision 
or lot to the best of said Assessor’s knowledge. 

Section 3. Upon the adoption of the resolution declaring 
such improvement to be a necessity, the City Engineer 
shall proceed to ascertain the quantities of materials 
necessary for the completion of such improvement and to 
prepare a detailed estimate of all the expenses incidental 
to said improvement, and shall make a report of such 
estimates to the City Council and the City Assessor. The 
City Engineer may fclso recommend either that the im¬ 
provement be constructed by the City or by independent 
contractors or in part by both. 

Section 4. The City Council shall establish by resolution 
a time and place for a public hearing to discuss and hear 
objections to the proposed improvement. Notice of such 
public hearing shall be published once in the official City 
newspaper at least ten days prior to the proposed hearing 
date and shall contain the time, place and purpose of such 
hearing, including the type of improvement and the 
proposed assessment district to be affected. The City 
Assessor shall, at least ten days before the date of such 
hearing, notify all property owners or other parties in 
interest within the proposed assessment district of such 
hearing by sending a copy of the notice by first class mail, 
addressed to the addresses shown upon the last City tax 
assessment records. The term “last City tax assessment 
records” shall mean the most recent assessment roll 
which has been reviewed by the Board of Review as 
supplemented by any subsequent changes in the names or 
addresses of the owners or parties listed thereon. The City 
Assessor shall, upon making such mailing, file with the 
City Clerk a certificate of such mailing. 

Section 5. Following such public hearing, the City 
Council shall determine whether to proceed with the 
construction or acquisition of such public improvement 
and shall, if it determines to proceed therewith, determine 
whetherto construct or acquire such improvement 
through the appropriate City department or departments 
or through one or more independent contractors or 
through a combination thereof. The City Council shall also 
establish a proposed budget for such construction or 
acquisition. 

Section 6. Following the adoption of such budget, the 
City Assessor shall prepare the proposed assessment roll. 
The City Assessor shall determine the proportionate 
benefits to be derived from the improvement by each of 
the parcels of realty to be assessed and the proportionate 
benefit, if any, to be derived by the City in general and 
shall spread the proposed budget on the assessment roll in 
accordance with such determinations. The assessment 
roll shall contain the tax item number and the name and 
address on the last City tax assessment records of the 
owner or other party in interest with respect to each 
parcel of realty to be assessed, the assessed value of each 
such parcel, the total amount to be assessed with respect 
to such parcel, the total amount to be borne by the City in 
general, and such other data or information as the City 
Assessor may deem necessary. The City Assessor shall 
then certify such proposed assessment roll and shall 
transmit the same to the City Council. 

Section 7. Upon receipt of the certified proposed 
assessment roll, the City Council shall set a time and 
place for the hearing of objections to such proposed 
assessment roll and shall publish notice of such hearing in 
the official City newspaper. Such notice may be published 
as part of the minutes of a regular or special City Council 
Meeting. At such hearing, the City Council shall hear all 
objections made by or on behalf of owners or other parties 
in interest of realty proposed to be assessed and, if it is 
proposed that the City in general bear any protion of the 
cost of such improvement, by any other person present at 
such hearing. After such hearing, the City Council may 
modify or amend such proposed assessment roll without 
further public hearings; provided, however, that if such 
modification or amendment would assess parcels of 
realty for any portion of the cost of such improvement the 
owners or other parties of which parcels were not sent the 
notice specified in Section 4 hereof, the City Council shall 
set the time and place for an additional public hearing and 
shall notify such owners or other parties in interest of such 
hearing in the manner provided in Section 4 hereof. The 
City Council may then confirm and certify the proposed 
assessment roll, as modified or amended in an ap¬ 
propriate case, subject to Section 12.6 of the Charter of the 
City of Romulus. 

Section 8. All work for public improvements performed 
pursuant to this ordinance shall be performed by the City 
or by contracts with independent contractors pursuant to 
Chapter XIII of the City Charter. 


Section 9. In the event that it becomes necessary to 
change, alter or amend the plans and specifications of 
such public improvement, the City Council may make any 
necessary changes without the necessity of treating such 
change as a new project. 

Section 10. Upon completion and acceptance of the 
improvement by the City Council, the department in 
charge of such improvement shall certify the final costs of 
the project to the City Assessor who shall then, if 
necessary, amend the assessment roll for such project to 
apportion costs in excess of budget or to apportion credits 
for budget expenses less than actual costs upon the 
assessment roll. The City Assessor shall give notice by 
one publication in the official City newspaper that the 
amended assessment roll is complete and shall retain the 
roll in his office for twelve working days for inspection. 

Upon the expiration of said twelve-day period, the City 
Assessor shall make any necessary revisions or correc¬ 
tions and deliver it to the City Council not later than 90 
days after referral to his office. After said roll has been 
presented to the City Council or returned and recorrected, 
the Council shall be resolution confirm the final 
assessment roll within 30 days after receipt from the City 
Assessor. Upon confirmation, the assessment roll shall 
constitute a lien until paid in full upon all lots, parcels or 
subdivisions of property listed on such assessment roll. 

Section 11. Payment of the special assessment may, in 
the discretion of the Council, be permitted in equal annual 
installments under such terms and interest rates as the 
Council shall direct. Such installment payments shall not 
exceed the provisions enumerated in Chapter 12.7 of the 
City Charter. 

Section 12. Whenever the City Council shall deem it 
necessary to construct and-or repair sidewalks within the 
City, it shall direct the Department of Public Works to 
furnish an estimate of the cost of such construction and-or 
repair. The Council shall then direct the owner or other 
party in interest of the property abutting and adjacent to 
such proposed improvement to undertake such im¬ 
provement within 30 days. Such notice shall be made by 
sending notice to such owner or other party in interest the 
required improvement necessary by certified mail to the 
address shown on the last City tax assessment records 
and by posting on the premises. Such notice shall advise 
the owner that, in the event he shall fail to comply with the 
provisions of this ordinance, the City may build or reapir 
such sidewalks and assess the costs of improvement 
against the land. If such owner or other party in interest 
shall not have made such improvement within the time 
specified, the City shall cause such improvement to be 
made and shall collect the amount thereof in the manner 
provided for collection of real property taxes and such 
amount shall constitute a lien until paid in full upon the 
abutting land. 

Section 13. Whenever the owners of a majority of real 
estate with frontage along a City street petition the City 
Council for the installation of boulevard lighting, the City 
Council may, if it deems necessary, make such im¬ 
provement. Whenever the City shall install such lighting, 
it shall assess the costs of such improvement against the 
owners of the abutting property in the manner prescribed 
herein. 

Section 14. Whenever the City Council shall authorize 
condemnation proceedings to provide for the necessary 
public improvements or for the acquisition of any 
recreational facilities or for any other public purpose, 
and, whenever the City Council in connection therewith 
shall by resolution determine a special assessment 
district to assess all or part of the damages awarded by 
the jury in such condemnation proceedings, and when the 
cost of such improvement shall have been ascertained, 
the City Assessor shall within 90 days deliver to the City 
Council his written opinion as to whether the City shall: 

1. Assess all or part of the condemnation award against 
the owners or residents of the property contained in the 
assessment district; and, 

2. The pro rata proportion which shall be assessed 
against each lot, parcel or subdivision benefitted by such 
improvement and proportional benefit derived therefrom 

Section 15. The amounts assessed against lard 
hereunder shall be collected in the manner provided fir 
collection of City real property taxes and shall be sublet 
to the collection fees and interest provisions applicabk to 
City real property taxes. 

Section 16 No person, corporation, associate or 
governmental unit nor the real estate owned fo such 
person, corporation, association, or government unit 
and affected by this ordinance shall be graced an 
exemption from its provisions unless otherwise-wanted 
such by state or federal law. 

Section 17. This ordinance shall become effete thirty 
days after publication in the official Romulus - wspaper.

Manufactures in Michigan 
received orders financed by 
the Agency for International 
Development (AID) totaling 
$26,978,443 during the six 
months ending June 30, 1971. 

Among the firms which 
received orders were the 
Kelsey Hayes Co. and Kerr 
Manufacturing Co., both of 
Romulus. 

Kelsey Hayes received 
$5,700 in orders and Kerr 
Manufacturing Co. received 
$2,729. 

AID, which conducts U.S. 
economic assistance 
programs overseas, reported 
the commodities purchased 
from companies participating 
in the foreign aid program 
were shipped to developing 
countries in Asia, Africa and 
Latin America.

Judge McNally 
recommended that all the 
facts should be reviewed, 
particularly those upon which 
his decision was made, before 
his integrity is so severely 
judged. 

The Judge explained that 
municipal court does not have 
the jurisdiction to levy a fine 
above $500 in criminal matters 
and $1,500 in civil matters. 

The district courts have 
been afforded the same 
jurisdiction in criminal court 
and an increase of $3,000 in 
civil. 

Judge McNally stated that 
McLouth Steel appeared 
before the Wayne County 
Circuit Court in January, 1971. 
At that time McLouth was 
ordered to expend more than 
$330,000 to control the then 
existing condition. Since the 
method has been put into 
operation no violations have 
been reported. 

Additionally. McNally said, 
the steel company has spent 
$20 million in the last 15 years 
on pollution control. In the last 
two years, according to Judge 
McNally, McLouth has spent 
more on pollution abatement 
than they have earned in 
profits. 

He reported that the state of 
Michigan settled out of court 
in a civil matter concerning 
this same violation for $1,000. 
The state contended that this 
was all the damage done. 

Judge McNally thanked the 
Huron Vally Conservation 
Association for its interest in 
the matter and did 
recommend that such citizen 
groups actively participate in 
insisting that companies take 
steps in pollution abatement. 

The judge summed up his 
position by saying that if the 
Wayne County prosecutor, the 
Natural Resources 
Commission or the attorney 
general of the state of 
Michigan deemed a more 
substantial fine necessary, 
action should have been 
brought before a court of 
higher jurisdiction.

Board wants 
to take over 

MHSAA

There is a rumor going around that the Michigan State 
Board of Education is considering taking over the control of 
athletic programs away from the Michigan High School 
Athletic Association. Such a gwitch would include all prep 
sports activities. Though the transfer is only in the talking 
stages right now, a lot has already been said. 

The Association of Secondary School Principals has gone 
on record as being opposed to such a move. Willard Fenesch, 
president of the secondary principals association puts it this 
way “If adopted as presently proposed, these actions would 
further erode control of education at the local level.” 

We would like to go on record as also being opposed to such 
a move. The MHSAA has done an outstanding job over the 
years controlling the athletic programs in high schools, and 
we really can’t see any reason for stopping them now. 

Money is tight right now, and educational experts are 
looking for ways to cut corners. They feel that by giving the 
state board of education all control over athletic programs, 
they would eliminate another department. 

All that is true. 

But there is a catch. By eliminating the MHSAA altogether, 
the quality of the sports programs would also be curtailed 
greatly. Even though athletic budgets are being cut due to 
tight money situations in almost every school district in the 
state; the athletic programs are still considered as being 
important in high schools almost without exception. Athletic 
programs are suffering now, and to switch the controlling 
board would jeopardise the programs even more. 

The MHSAA acts as the controlling body over all sanc¬ 
tioned high school athletic contests in the state of Michigan, 
and also acts as its own police agency. Rulings on eligibility 
and rules infractions are set down, and judged by the 
association. The MHSAA can devote itself full time to athletic 
control because it doesn’t have any other duties. The state 
board of education, on the other hand, is responsible for the 
curriculum and operation in all public schools 
in the state, and adding the control of the athletic programs 
would put yet another area under their jurisdiction. 

Athletics has a definite place in high school operation. It is 
a good morale booster, and promotes sportsmanship and 
competition between different schools. Prep athletics has 
come under fire lately, and a few incidents involving schools 
taking part in tournaments and “emotional games” has 
given a bad name to athletics in general. It’s unfortunate, but 
also true, and the MHSAA has been working to try and find 
ways to improve the conduct of players as well as spectators 
as sporting events. 

What would the state board of education do if it was con¬ 
fronted with such a problem. One thing is obvious, they 
wouldn’t be able to spend the time that the MHSAA has spent 
in researching the problems, and coming up with a solution 
without a complete review of the facts is not only impossible, 
it’s unfair. 

Cutting figures out of budgets can get a little bit out of hand 
at times, and athletics has suffered its share of price 
whacking in the last several months. The programs shouldn’t 
be cut out altogether, according to the majority of educational 
experts and administrators, and things would be left alone as 
far as we are concerned. 

The Michigan High School Athletic Association has done an 
outstanding job in controlling and supervising athletic 
competition in Michigan High schools, and they should be 
allowed to continue with their endeavors. Athletics is 
becoming more sophisticated each year, and the governing 
body should be able to concentrate fully on the problems of 
supervising such programs. 

If you feel that athletic programs are no longer necessary, 
look at the enthusiasm generated at a high school football 
game. High school athletics and its purpose need not be 
debated, it has been proven to be necessary. 

But control of athletics by the state board of education 
would defray the purpose of such control and athletic 
programs in individual high schools would suffer. The board 
of education has too many other things to worry about, and 
the MHSAA is doing too good of a job to have sports 
regulation taken from their hands.

Breaz gets Tartars 
off to winning start 


When its time to get Wayne 
State’s Tartars going 
offensively, Coach Vern Gale 
turns to senior George Breaz 
at fullback. 

That’s the way its been time 
and again since late in the 1969 
season for the one-time Huron 
High School grid standout. 

Breaz, standing 6 foot 2, and 
up to 215 pounds this season, 
is a WSU regular at linebacker 
in the team’s 5-2 “Monster” 
defense. He was one of WSU’s 
tackling leaders in the opening 
34-6 romp over Ferris State, 
but noted it wasn’t one of his 
best games because the Ferris 
guards were coming at his low 
in a crab-blocking technique 
and hampering his mobility. 

Still, the New Boston 
resident was given seven 
tackles and four assists by the 
press box crew and that’s good 
for 18 tackling points in the 
WSU grading system (two 
points for a tackle and one for 
an assist). 


boosted the Tartars into a 14-6 
lead and the WSU offense was 
underway. 

Those 24 yards were the 
extent of Breaz’ offensive 
contribution, but Gale noted, 
“The Chif sure got us going 
there. He’s quite a leader and 
the more than 40 minutes he 
played we sure needed.” 

In the last two years, Breaz 
has rushed for 372 yards with 
172 coming in 1970 on 45 
carries for a 3.8 yard average 
and four touchdowns. In 1969, 
Breaz lugged the ball 29 times 
for 200 yards and a crisp 6.9 
yard average and three 
touchdowns. 

All of Breaz’ offensive 
heroics have come when the 
Tartars were in need of 
assistance. The senior power 
runner is best at straight¬ 
ahead bursts, but has also 
recorded a 41 yard touchdown 
romp on a trap play that came 
in 1969. 

His worth is also measured 
in other ways. His harassment 
of the Ferris center forced a 
bad snap of 29 yards that gave 
WSU the ball at the Bulldog 30 
yard line. Two plays later, 
WSU was in the end zone for a 
20-6 bulge going into the fourth 
quarter. 

Coach Gale is counting 
heavily on his co-captain to 
continue his heroics as the 
Tartars face a tough grid 
schedule in 1971.

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Ford urges passage 
of health insurance 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — 
Congressman William D. Ford 
(D-Michigan) has called for 
quick action on proposals for 
National Health Insurance, 
which are to be taken up next 
week by the House Ways and 
Means Committee. 

In a letter to Committee 
Chairman Wilbur Mills, 
Congressman Ford declared 
that “skyrocketing costs and 
declining health standards 
have brought our national to 
the brink of catastrophe.” He 
told Mills, “I cannot em¬ 
phasize too strongly my ex¬ 


treme sense of urgency 
regarding the need for prompt 
action.” 

Congressman Ford com¬ 
mended Mills for scheduling 
national health insurance as 
the committee’s next major 
order of business. 

The Michigan Democrat is 
one of the co-sponsors of the 
Health Security Act of 1971, 
which is the most com¬ 
prehensive of several 
proposals now pending before 
Congress. 

"The Health Security Act 


would establish a health-care 
system which would bring 
needed medical and hospital 
services within the financial 
reach of every American, 
Congressman Ford said in nis 
letter to Chairman Mills. Chief 
sponsors of the Act are Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy and 
Michigan Congresswoman 
Martha Griffiths. 

“This proposal would 
provide for virtually complete 
health-care insurance, 
financed equally by general 
government revenues and by 
a payroll tax similar to that 


Professor issues 
insulation warnings 


Some mobile homes sold in 
Michigan may not have 
enough insulation for 
Michigan winters, reports 
Professor William Morrison, 
chairman of the Michigan 
Consumers Council. 

For example, last winter 
Mr. B. from Farmington 
wrote to the council stating 
that his furnace did not heat 
his new mobile home because 
air was coming in through the 
walls. Although his heating 
bill had been running between 
$30 to $35 a month, he insisted 
“we are still cold.” 

Mr. T. from Lake City also 
complained of high fuel bills 
and was advised by a heating 
expert that the insulation in 
his mobile home was 
inadequate. 

A number of factors may be 
responsible for heating 
problems, including the 


overall quality of the mobile 
home, the kind of fuel being 
used, and family use (how 
many times the doors are 
opened). Insulation, however, 
is a major factor in mobile 
home comfort. 

The Consumers Council 
suggests that anyone shopping 
for a mobile home check to see 
that it conforms to the 
construction standards 
established by the American 
National Standards Institute. 
If it meets the voluntary code, 
two-inch by three-inch silver 
seal with the inscription A119. 
1 will be placed on the 
exterior, usually by the main 
door. This is one indication of 
quality, but does not 
guarantee that the home will 
measure up to Michigan 
winters. 

Next the consumer should 
ask the dealer specifically 


whether or not the unit is 
adequately insulated for 
Michigan winters. If he 
indicates that it isn’t, the 
buyer should consider any 
options for double (or special) 
insulation which would add 
approximately $50 to $100 to 
the cost. 

Finally, and most 
important, consumers should 
make certain that the claims 
about adequacy of the 
insulation, or the instructions 
for double insulation, be 
specified in writing in the 
constract. The, if problems 
arise, the buyer has a basis for 
asserting his claims. 

Both Mr. B. and Mr. T. had 
asked about the insulation, 
and in both instances the 
salesmen assured them that it 
was sufficient for a Michigan 
winter Despite the oral 
promises, they were still left 
out in the cold. 


District court judge 
defends , explains action 


District Court Judge Gerald 
A. McNally of the 33rd District 
Court, Trenton, has defended 
his action in handling the suit 
filed against the McLouth 
Steel Co. 

Judge McNally’s position 
was disclosed in a letter sent 
to Dale J. Uranis, president of 
the Huron Valley 
Conservation Association of 
Belleville. 

Judge McNally 


recommended that all the 
facts should be reviewed, 
particularly those upon which 
his decision was made, before 
his integrity is so severely 
judged.

Judge McNally stated that 
McLouth Steel appeared 
before the Wayne County 
Circuit Court in January, 1971.

In the last 
two years, according to Judge 
McNally, McLouth has spent 
more on pollution abatement 
than they have earned in 
profits. 

He reported that the state of 
Michigan settled out of court 
in a civil matter concerning 
this same violation for $1,000. 
The state contended that this 
was all the damage done. 

Judge McNally thanked the 
Huron Vally Conservation 
Association for its interest in 
the matter and did 
recommend that such citizen 
groups actively participate in 
insisting that companies take 
steps in pollution abatement. 


which finances Social 
Security,” Ford explained. 

Employes would pay one 
per cent of wages and other 
income up to a total of $15,000. 
This does not represent a new 
tax, since workers now pay 
almost that amount toward 
the cost of Medicare. 

The employer’s contribution 
would be 3.5 per cent, which is 
about what many employers 
now pay for largely 
inadequate private health 
insurance plans for their 
workers. Some firms do pay 
more than this; some pay 
considerably less, and some 
pay nothing at all. 

Self-employed persons 
would be taxes at a rate of 2.5 
per cent on income up to 
$15,000. 

Half of the program’s cost 
would be covered by general 
tax revenues, but this would 
be partially offset by the 
elimination of Medicaid, 
Medicare and other medical 
costs which already constitute 
a large and growing portion of 
the federal budget. 

“Skyrocketing medical 
costs are playing havoc with 
both government and personal 
budgets,” Ford said. 
“Americans are paying an 
average of $324 per person 
each year for medical care 
a total of more than $60 billion 
annually — but we are not 
getting the proper results. 
America ranks very poorly, 
healthwise, in comparison 
with other industrialized 
nations. 

“For example, we rank 18th 
in life expactancy for men, 
16th in the death rate for 
middle-aged men, 13th in 
infant mortality, 11th in life 
expectancy for women, eighth 
in the number of physicians, 
and seventh in infant mor¬ 
tality. 

"Americans are simply not 
getting the health care to 
which they are entitled as 
citizens of the richest nation 
on earth,” Ford declared. 
"We have a patchwork system 
of health insurance that has 
left 25 million Americans with 
no protection whatsoever, and 
only partial protection for 
many millions more. Major 
illness often results in 
financial catastrophe for 
many families. 

Congressman Ford pointed 
out that one person in five over 
the age of 65 is not covered 
against some of the most 
costly aspects of medical 
care, at a time of life when it i$ 
most often needed. 

“The cost of medical care is 
fast climbing beyond the 
reach of all except the very 
rich,” he asserted. “Medical 
costs have risen more than 
twice as fast as the general 
cost of living. Hospital costs 
have doubled since 1964, and 
private health insurance 
premiums have doubled since 
the late 1950s. 


The judge summed up his 
position by saying that if the 
Wayne County prosecutor, the 
Natural Resources 
Commission or the attorney 
general of the state of 
Michigan deemed a more 
[substantial fine necessary, 
action should have been 
(brought before a court of 
higher jurisdiction. 


"Arguments that National 
Health Insurance will 
socialize medicine, or destroy 
freedom of choice are non¬ 
sensical. Patients will be free 
to choose their own 
physicians, and they will be 
freed from financial worries 
that often force patients to 
delay medical care until it is 
too late."

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Year to end with $5.9 million deficit 


Tight county budget may mean layoffs 


An austerity budget which 
would eliminate 84 jobs and 
impose a total of $7.8 million in 
additional cutbacks on county 
departments has been 
recommended to the Wayne 
County Board of 
Commissioners by the County 
Board of Auditors. 

In submitting the budget, 
the auditors said some layoffs 
may be necessary to achieve 
the cutbacks and thus avoid a 
budget deficit. 

Wayne County will end this 
fiscal year Nov. 30 with a $5.9 
million net deficit, the 


auditors predicted - the result 
of $13 million in wages and 
fringe benefit increases 
negotiated with county 
employee unions this year. 

The auditors recommended 
a total budget of $234,413,570 
which is $25,735,867 higher 
than this year’s outlays, but 
$29,208,515 less than the total 
amount requested by county 
departments. 

The bulk of the budget hike - 
$16.4 million-is earmarked to 
meet the increased cost of a 
welfare relief load which has 
risen from 5,937 cases on Jan. 
1, 1968 to 29,909 cases on July 


1, 1971 - a 403.7 per cent 
increase. 

Higher payroll and 

purchasing costs account for 
nearly all the rest of the 
increased size of the budget. 
Virtually no expansion of 
county services is 

recommended, due to the lack 
of revenue. 

The Board of 

Commissioners began a 
month of budget deliberations 
on Monday, Oct. 4. The 
Commissioners will hear 
county department heads 
argue for increases and then 
decide what changes, if any, to 


make in the recommendations 
submitted by the auditors. 

A public hearing on the 
budget is scheduled for 7:30 
p.m. Tuesday, Oct. 19 in the 
City County Building 
auditorium. Individuals or 
group spokesmen may 
present their views on any 
items in the proposed budget. 
Adoption of the final budget is 
set tentatively for Oct. 29. 

In order to make up this 
year’s deficit and avoid one 
next year, the auditors 
recommended that county 
operations be trimmed from 
last year’s levels by a total of 


$7,877,010 through a device 
known as a “mandatory 
savings.” 

That savings would be 
added to a $5.9 million 
mandatory savings imposed 
this year, raising the total 
mandatory savings required 
next year to $13.7 million. 

Each county department 
would have to save its portion 
of the total amount by 
reducing its expenditures. 

In their budget message, the 


auditors said realizing the 
savings may require 

“reducing staff in the less 

critical areas of operation to 
assure the realization of the 
requested departmental 
mandatory savings.” 

The largest single 

mandatory savings, $4.6 
million, would be imposed on 
Wayne County General 

Hospital where the percentage 
of bed occupancy has declined 
from 81 per cent in 1968 to 67 
percent this year. Of the 84 


positions which the auditors 
would eliminate from the 
budget, 38 would be at the 
hospital. A budget of $36.2 
million is recommended for 
the hospital, which is the 
county’s single largest 
operation. 

In all, various categories of 
welfare aid amount to 
$70,375,000, nearly one-third of 
the recommended total budget 
for next year. 

However, all but about $12 
million of the total welfare 


outlay will be returned to the 
county by the state. By law, 
the county’s welfare 
responsibility is limited to the 
equivalent of $1 per $1,000 of 
the county’s total equalized 
property valuation. 

A recent act of the State 
Legislature, taking nearly 
one-sixth of a mill from the 
county budget to help finance 
Wayne County Community 
College, will cost the county 
$1.8 million this year, the 
auditors reported.

support for the Kennedy, 
Corman, Griffiths National 
Health Security Act now under 
consideration by the U.S. 
House and Senate. 

Mrs. Robinson, a Democrat 
representing District 17 on 
Detroit’s west side, called the 
legislation “a necessary and 
innovative approach toward 
the solution of health 
problems.” 

“Millions of our citizens, 
even those who can afford to 
pay, now get poor and 
inadequate health coverage,” 
she said, “and millions of 
others, particularly the poor, 
get no care at all.” 

Her resolution cites 
statistics indicating that the 
United States ranks 14th 
among the industrial 
countries in the first-year 
death of infants. 

Figures are also mentioned 
which show the United States 
to be 11th in the percentage of 
mothers who die in childbirth, 
and 22nd in life expectancy of 
males, as compared to other 
industrial nations. 

The resolution stresses 
shortages of health care 
personnel, equipment, and 
facilities. It cities a lack of 
50,000 doctors, 20,000 dentists, 
150,000 nurses, and 280,000 
other supporting health 

specialists. 

The total shortage, says 
Mrs. Robinson, is expected to 
reach 725,000 by 1980, if the 
present health care system 
remains unchanged. 

Other statistics in the 

resolution indicate that 250,000 
more hospital beds are 
needed, and facilities housing 
another 250,000 need 

modernization. 

More than half of the 107 
medical schools in the country 
have been granted some form 
of emergency financial aid, 
and 10 per cent of them may 


be forced to close because of 
financial troubles, the 
resolution states. 

Statistics quoted in the 
resolution are furnished by the 
Committee for National 
Health Insurance, formed 
from a coalition of various 
labor organizations. Leonard 
Woodcock, UAW president, is 
chairman. 

In 1971, health care is 
considered the first political 
priority of the UAW and the 
labor movement, says Mrs. 
Robison. 

She pointed out that 
Woodcock, in his Labor Day 
message issued from Detroit, 
said: “No issue is more 
important to working people 
than the drive to assure 
quality health care at the 
lowest possible cost.” 

Under provisions of the 
proposed National Health 
Security Act, a National 
Health Security Board would 
be established and financed by 
a tax on payroll and non- 
earned income and by federal 
general revenue. 

Half the income would 
come from federal general 
revenues, 36 percent from the 
employer payroll tax, and 14 
per cent from a tax on wages, 
self-employment income, and 
non-earned income. 

The program would mean 
an end to Medicare because it 
would provide broader 
benefits, but Medicaid would 
continue as a supplementary 
program. 

All U.S. residents, including 
some aliens, would be 
covered, and none would be 
billed directly for medical 
services. 

Doctors, hospitals, and 
other providers of medical 
services would be paid from a 
fund administered by the 
Health Security Board.

“In our society, during a 
time when the aged are too 
often ignored, it is important 
that organizations like Carmel 
Hall are recognized for the 
work they are doing in behalf 
of our forgotten citizens.” he 
said.
